(Continued from P«q« 1-A) 
present shortage of material and 
labor are excellent excuses and 
subterfuge for a popular cry of 
being too restrictive; also statis­ 
tics can be utilized in any num 
ber of ways to prove almosl 
any contention.

"We are sympathetic with 
your problems and your attempt 
to solve them but naturally are 
not concerned with the means 
to do so. Conditions generally 
are so upset today that while 
it is popular to condemn build­ 
ing codes and their enforcement, 
it is not fair to single those 
out as the sole cause for many 
of these difficulties.

"I am writing you merely to 
inform you that the county has 
not lowered its standards, and 
while it is sympathetic with the 
needs of the building public, we 
feel for the good of all con­ 
cerned the standards should not 
be lowered."

It was pointed put that the 
county, in the second paragraph 
of Griffin's letter, admits devia­ 
tion from the building code "for 
materials accepted under the 
code provisions as adequate sub­ 
stitutes for those called for."
